All 
major newspapers around our 
young nation ran headlines 
daily noting his changing 
condition and death. 

Congress was in session 
when the shooting took place; 
Louisville Courier reporter, 
Charles Kincaid, had just shot 
Representative Taulbee in the 
face. The bloodstains from his 
wound remain in the marble 
stairs, and some official tour 
guides believe Taulbee’s 
ghost haunts the Capitol.

GRAND JURY 
INDICTMENTS 

The Bracken County 
Grand Jury handed down in¬ 
dictments on Clifford A. Mar¬ 
tin, Brittany D. Hughes, and 
on Thursday, February 20. 

The grandjury charges that 
Clifford Martin committed the 
offense of criminal possession 
of a forged instrument, 2nd 
degree in four counts when 
he passed forged checks on 
Karen Hughes at R’s Liquor 
in Augusta in the amounts of 
$70, $200, $300, and $470. He 
also committed the offense of 
being a persistent felony of¬ 
fender, 2nd degree, as he was 
convicted of burglary third 
degree in Robertson County 
Circuit Court in September of 
2012, and being over the age 
of 18 was sentenced to one 
year imprisonment, and was 
on probation, parole, post¬ 
incarceration supervision or 
conditional discharge from 
that conviction. If convicted, 
each count of the indictment 
is punishable by 1-5 years im¬ 
prisonment with enhancement 
available for being a persistent 
felony offender. 

The grand jury charged 
that Brittany Hughes commit¬ 
ted the offense of criminal pos¬ 
session of a forged instrument, 
2nd degree, in 11 counts, when 
she passed forged checks on 
Brian Lippert at US Bank in 
the amount of $1,200 total 
and First National Bank in 
the amount of $200, and she 
passed forged checks on John¬ 
ny Woodruff at B&H Grocery 
for a total of $432, and at TMT 
Market n Cafe in the amount 
of $280. She also committed 
the offense of first degree bail 
jumping when she intention¬ 
ally failed to appear for court. 
If convicted, each count of the 
indictments are punishable by 
1-5 years imprisonment. 


Sheriff received the Firearms 
Training Simulator (FATS) 
from the Kentucky Associa¬ 
tion of Counties. The FATS 
machine will be used in their 
instruction to the Citizens Po¬ 
lice Academy on this date and 
will also be used to put all 
the Sheriff Office personnel 
through scenario based train¬ 
ing using the FATS machine.

From Brooksville Centennial 
Celebration 1839-1939 
Some History of 
the Court House 

Bracken County was 
formed by an act of the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly of Kentucky in 
the year 1796 out of parts of 
Campbell and Mason Coun¬ 
ties. It was named in honor 
of William Bracken, an early 
pioneer and was the twenty- 
third county created in the 
State. After the creation of the 
County the people of Augusta 
met on the 12 th day of June, 
1797, and entered the follow¬ 
ing order on the record book 
of what was thereafter the re¬ 
cord of the Court of Quarterly 
sessions. 

“At a meeting of sundry 
inhabitants of the County of 
Bracken at the town of Augus¬ 
ta, on Monday, the twelfth day 
of June 1797, pursuant to an 
act of the General Assembly 
of Kentucky, entitles as act of 
erecting the County of Bracken 
out of the Counties of Mason 
and Campbell, his Excellency, 
James Garrard, Esq., Gov¬ 
ernor of the Commonwealth 
aforesaid, commissioned John 
Blanchard, John Patty and 
Francis Wells, Esq. Gentle¬ 
men Justices of the Peace, for 
the Quarter sessions Court, 
and Robert Davis, Rowland 
Thomas, William Woodward, 
Richard S. Thomas, Isaac 
Day and Alexander Hughey, 


Gentlemen Justices, to keep 
the Peace as Magistrates of 
the County Court, who are all 
duly qualified as the law di¬ 
rects and having tendered their 
certificates were ordered to be 
recorded in totatiom,(sic) viz: 
Whereupon Robert Davis, 
Rowland Thomas, William 
Woodward, Isaac Day, and 
Alexander Hughey, Gentle¬ 
men Justices of the County of 
Bracken proceeded by ballot 
to elect a Clerk pro tempore 
for said Court and on count¬ 
ing the ballots Simeon Walton 
was elected and took the oath 
to support the Constitution of 
the United States and of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, 
and the oath of office and he, 
with Philimon Thomas, his 
securities, entered into and 
acknowledged their bond con¬ 
ditioned according to law, and 
ordered to be recorded.” 

At that same term of Court 
Reuben Young filed his com¬ 
mission from Gov. Garrard, as 
the first Sheriff of the County, 
and Francis Wells, who had 
been appointed first Surveyor 
of the County, qualified John 
Morford and George New- 
lands were appointed consta¬ 
bles by the Court. In July 1797 
the Court entered an order fix¬ 
ing the County seat at Augusta 
for three years. Said order is 
as follows:

Heroin Town Hall 
Meetings Scheduled 
in Bracken County 

Heroin is here. Com¬ 
munities across the state are 
losing lives to this dangerous 
and highly addictive drug as 
its abuse continues to rise 
here in our hometowns. 

According to a report 
from the Kentucky Injury 
Prevention and Research 
Center released this month, 
heroin overdose deaths and 
hospitalizations have risen 
dramatically. Among the 
findings: 

• Heroin overdose deaths 
increased 207 percent, from 
42 to 129 statewide. 

• Emergency room and 
inpatient hospitalizations 


from heroin-related illness 
soared to nearly 200 per¬ 
cent higher than the previous 
year. 

The Buffalo Trace Agen¬ 
cy for Substance Abuse Poli¬ 
cy (BT-ASAP) is sponsoring 
a series of town hall meet¬ 
ings throughout the Buffalo 
Trace region to address hero¬ 
in abuse. Two meetings will 
be held in Bracken County. 
The first meeting will be held 
on March 3 at the Augusta 
Community Center. The 
second meeting will be held 
on March 17 at the Brack¬ 
en County Extension Of¬ 
fice. Both meetings will be 
held from 6-8pm with a light 
meal provided. Door prizes 
will also be given away. 

“Heroin is a rapidly in¬ 
creasing substance issue 
across our Nation, our Com¬ 
monwealth, as well as the 
Buffalo Trace Region. I ap¬ 
plaud the efforts of BT-ASAP 
and the Regional Prevention 
Center to shine a light on 
this issue and develop strat¬ 
egies to combat this latest 
drug scourge,” said Van In¬ 
gram, Executive Director of 
the Kentucky Office of Drug 
Control Policy. 

Speakers at the town 
hall meetings will include 
medical professionals, local 
law enforcement, treatment 
providers, and families and 
individuals who have been 
affected by drug addiction.

SUMMARY OF ORDINANCE 

Said Ordinance authorizes the issuance of $261,000 of City of Brooksville Water 
System Revenue Bonds, Series 2014 (the “Bonds”), for the purpose of financing the 
cost (not otherwise provided) of the construction of the Project referred to in said title; 
authorizes interim financing to pay the costs of said Project pending the issuance of the 
Bonds; designates Engineers for the Project and the depository bank of the proceeds of 
the Bonds and of certain funds to be maintained in connection with the Bonds; provides 
for a Sinking Fund for the payment of principal and interest on the Bonds, an Operation 
and Maintenance Fund, and a Depreciation Fund; provides that said Bonds are secured by 
a pledge of the gross revenues of the System; establishes the method of payment of the 
principal of and interest on the Bonds, and the conditions and restrictions for the issuance 
of bonds ranking on a parity with the Bonds; provides certain covenants of the City for the 
further protection of the holders of the Bonds, including covenants as to compliance with 
the Internal Revenue Code; and prescribes terms and conditions upon which bids will be 
received for the purchase of the Bonds.

Parkinson’s Double-Vision 
Symptom 



While it is widely understood 
that patients with Parkinson’s 
disease often experience visual 
problems such as blurred vision, 
photophobia (light sensitivity), 
and difficulty maintaining 
their gaze, fewer realize that 
double vision (diplopia) may 
also be a problem.

of cans needed to make a 
pound and we were a little 
amused by the answer! 
Granted, we are not geniuses, 
but the answer stated that it 
depended on whether the 
cans were crushed or not! 
Can someone explain how 
this could make a difference? 
We asked a friend their 
opinion and it said that line 
of thinking reminded them 
of a young man who stepped 
on the scales to weigh.

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Frankfort Focus 

A Legislative Perspective on the Kentucky 
General Assembly

As we near the end of 
February, the General As¬ 
sembly has a predictably full 
agenda heading into what is 
always its busiest month of 
the year. 

Enacting a budget to run 
state government remains our 
biggest task. The House’s 
Appropriations and Revenue 
Committee is right on sched¬ 
ule, however, with its seven 
budget review subcommittees 
close to finishing their modifi¬ 
cations of Governor Beshear’s 
proposal. A vote by the full 
chamber will be held by early 
March. 

It is expected that little 
will change, because there ap¬ 
pears to be strong support to 
follow the governor’s recom¬ 
mendations on such things as 
shifting more money toward 
education and giving our 
postsecondary schools and the 
state Transportation Cabinet 
the go-ahead to build a num¬ 
ber of much-needed projects. 

While we wait for that 
process to unfold, the House 
spent much of its time last 
week voting on other legisla¬ 
tion designed to help others in 
a variety of ways, including a 
couple of potentially life-sav¬ 
ing measures involving stu¬ 
dents. 

The first of those is now 
poised to become law, after 
my colleagues and I accepted 
some minor Senate changes 
on Thursday. Under House 
Bill 98, diabetic students will 
soon be able to administer 
their own insulin or to receive 
it from properly trained school 
personnel. 

This change updates a 
law that only allowed licensed 
health professionals to carry 
out this task. This has caused 
some parents to travel repeat¬ 
edly to their child’s school 
when a nurse was not readily 
available. 

The other legislation 


tied to education, House Bill 
205, would call on our high 
schools to include basic CPR 
training as part of their health 
classes. Many already do this, 
but we want to make sure that 
all students have a better un¬ 
derstanding of what should be 
done in the event of cardiac 
arrest. 

It’s estimated that this 
strikes nearly 360,000 people 
a year nationwide outside of 
a hospital setting. Unfortu¬ 
nately, almost 90 percent do 
not survive, and a key reason 
is because they do not receive 
CPR or other medical care in 
time. 

This legislation is part of 
an initiative sponsored by the 
American Heart Association, 
which says that if every state 
enacts this law, our country 
would add a million newly 
trained rescuers every few 
years. 

In another health-related 
matter, Governor Beshear and 
legislative leaders from the 
House and Senate held a joint 
press conference on Thursday 
to announce support for an 
adult-abuse registry, some¬ 
thing that more than 20 other 
states already have. 

This legislation has been 
through the House in the past, 
and a version cleared the Sen¬ 
ate just hours after the press 
conference. Assuming a com¬ 
promise between both cham¬ 
bers can be reached, the reg¬ 
istry can be created quickly, 
since money has already been 
set aside in the budget adopt¬ 
ed two years ago. 

Once the law is passed, 
adult service providers will be 
able to check the background 
of current and prospective em¬ 
ployees to see if their record 
includes a substantiated find¬ 
ing of abuse or neglect. This 
will help keep abusers from 
being able to harm someone

else in their care. 


Another priority of the 


House passed on Wednesday 
with significant bipartisan 
support. This proposal would 


make it possible for many 
convicted of a Class D felony 
to have their record expunged 
a period of time after they 
completed their sentence. 
Exceptions include felonies 
tied to abuse or neglect or if 
there have been other felonies 
in the applicant’s past. This 
bill also would ensure that ex¬ 
punged criminal records can 
be inspected when required 
by federal or state law or reg¬ 
ulation. 

This legislation is prin¬ 
cipally for those who have 
paid their debt to society but 
are finding it difficult to get a 
job. It would build on current 
law that already allows vio¬ 
lations and misdemeanors to 
be expunged from a person’s 
record. 

On Thursday, legislation 
I am sponsoring - House Bill 
291 - cleared the House. It 
clarifies the language defining 
merchant electric plants in re¬ 
gard to wind energy, ensuring 
no rights are taken away from 
land owners, and it requires 
additional public meetings 
under certain conditions. This 
legislation is fair to all parties, 
and utilities already acknowl¬ 
edge the existing merchant- 
plant statute applies to wind- 
energy projects.

February 12, 2014 is a 
day that will go down in the 
history books of Corvette, 
a day when a large sinkhole 
opened up in one of the most 
unusual spots - the Skydome 
area of the National Corvette 
Museum, taking eight prized 
Corvettes with it. Teams of 
engineers and construction 
personnel have been on-site 
since day one, securing the 
area and moving forward with 
the remediation of the sink¬ 
hole.

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Counter challenging water 
conditions by trying 
smaller lakes, tailwaters 

Warming temperatures 
and longer days trigger an 
angler’s instinct to reac¬ 
quaint oneself with a favorite 
lake, and try new techniques 
and equipment picked up 
over the winter. 

A break in the weather 
this week stirred hopes that 
spring is not far away. Some 
of the best fishing of the year 
will be had in the coming 
weeks, but early spring con¬ 
ditions also can be down¬ 
right challenging at times. 

A smaller lake or farm 
pond - once iced out - and 
tailwaters shouldn’t be over¬ 
looked by anglers as poten¬ 
tial options when water else¬ 
where is too high, too muddy 
and too cold to fish. 

“The water levels in 
smaller ponds and lakes 
typically don’t fluctuate as 
much as larger lakes and 
these small water bodies 
are the first to warm up in 
the spring,” said Dane Bals- 
man, urban fishery biologist 
with the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. “It’s a good op¬ 
tion when you’re looking 
for something early in the 
spring when water tempera¬ 
tures are still pretty cool.” 

The Fishing in Neigh¬ 
borhoods (FINs) lakes pro¬ 
vide families and anglers 
of all ages and experience 
levels good opportunities to 
catch a variety of fish. Be¬ 
cause of their smaller size 
and location, FINs lakes 
typically aren’t as prone to 
becoming muddy when it

rams. 


The program includes 39 
lakes found near cities across 
the state. Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife stocks each with 
catfish and rainbow trout. 
The bass and bluegill popu¬ 
lations are closely monitored 
and supplemental stockings 
are done as needed. 

“If you’re wanting to go 
to a lake, spring is a great 
time to hit the FINs lakes be¬ 
cause we are stocking them 
so often,” Balsman said. 

The current license 
year ends Feb. 28, so an¬ 
glers planning to fish after 
March 1 will need to buy a 
new fishing license. Those 
anglers who intend to keep 
trout also must purchase a 
trout permit. 

The Department stocks 
142,500 trout in FINs lakes 
during the winter and plans 
to stock 111,200 catfish this 
year. Around 60,000 hybrid 
sunfish, which is a cross be¬ 
tween a green sunfish and 
a bluegill, will be stocked 
in late May through early 
June.

Newport Aquarium will feature three 
of the largest turtle species in the world 


Newport Aquarium an¬ 
nounced Tuesday, Feb. 18, 
the addition of Turtle Canyon, 
a thrilling new exhibit set to 
open to the public March 22, 
2014. 

Turtle Canyon will fea¬ 
ture a diverse collection of 
more than 14 species span¬ 
ning three continents. From 
the largest tortoise species 
in the world, the Galapagos 
tortoise, to the smallest tor¬ 
toise species in the Northern 
Hemisphere, the Egyptian 
tortoise, Turtle Canyon will 
showcase turtles of all shapes 
and sizes. 

Following a renovation of 
the Rainforest exhibit, Turtle 
Canyon will allow guests to 
view turtles up close and per¬ 
sonal from multiple angles 
and vantage points. The new 
exhibit will include a turtle 
corral, which offers guests 
the unique opportunity to 
touch a variety of these ador¬ 
able shelled creatures, includ¬ 
ing one of North America’s 
largest tortoise species, the 
Gopher tortoise. 

Two massive turtles are 
set to anchor the exhibits in¬ 
side Turtle Canyon, giving 
Newport Aquarium a total of 
three of the largest turtle spe¬ 
cies in the world. 

Bravo - a more than 
600-pound, 84-year-old 
Galapagos tortoise and the 
largest turtle in the Midwest 
- is the star of Turtle Can¬ 
yon. Hatched April 19, 1929 
on the Ecuadorian island of 
Santa Cruz, Bravo arrived 
at the United States as part 
of the last group of tortoises 
exported from the Galapagos

weather has delayed some 
FINs stockings. Trout stock¬ 
ings will occur over the 
next few weeks. More than 
30,000 catfish are due to be 
stocked in March. Stocking 
schedules are posted online 
at fw.ky.gov. 

“We’ll probably have 
higher concentrations of fish 
than normal because people 
haven’t been able to get out 
and fish for winter trout,” 
Balsman said. “There’s go¬ 
ing to be a lot of holdover 
from the October-November 
stockings. That should sus¬ 
tain for several weeks, even 
up to a month or month and 
a half, after it ices out.” 

Tailwaters offer another 
good option. Not only will 
fish congregate below a 
dam, but the impact of heavy 
spring rains might not be felt 
immediately. 

“A lot of times the 
flood-control reservoirs are 
holding water the first few 
days after a rain,” said Dave 
Dreves, fisheries research 
biologist with Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife. “Once 


the downstream streams and 
rivers start to recede from 
the tributaries’ flow slowing 
down, then they’ll let the 
water go from the lake. Of 
course it all depends what 
the situation is at the time, 
but as a general rule they’re 
a good option during a rain 
event or in those immediate 
periods after a rain event.” 

The Cumberland River 
tailwater below Lake Cum¬ 
berland offers year-round 
opportunities. In late win¬ 
ter, sauger and walleye can 
be found below Wolf Creek 
Dam. The 75-mile section 
from the dam to the state 
line comprises the state’s 
premier trout fishery. 

Anglers should always 
check with the appropriate 
U.S. Army Corps of Engi¬ 
neers website for the wa¬ 
ter release and generation 
schedules for the tailwater 
they’re planning to fish. 

“Tailwaters are always 
good if the flow is right be¬ 
cause they tend to concen¬ 
trate a lot of fish,” Dreves 
said. “Many of our reser¬ 
voirs are on rivers that have 
walleye and or sauger that 
will run up and congregate 
in the tailwaters this time 
of year. The fish that tend 
to make spawning runs can 
be really good below dams 
where the dams are stopping 
their migration. White bass 
and hybrids will tend to run 
up streams and rivers in the 
spring and stack up below 
dams as well, especially in 
March and early April.” 

Another shot of cold 
weather seems inevitable 
given the way this winter 
has played out. Now is a 
perfect time to get equip¬ 
ment and game plans ready 
for a fishing season that’s 
almost here and can’t come 
soon enough.

A 118-pound alligator 
snapping turtle named Thun¬ 
der will make his new digs at 
Turtle Canyon. Believed to be 
more than 100 years of age, 
Thunder is the oldest resident 
at Newport Aquarium. 

Newport Aquarium main¬ 
stay Denver, the mischievous 
200-pound loggerhead sea 
turtle with a three-foot-long 
shell, will continue to roam 
the waters of the Surrounded 
by Sharks exhibit. When he 
first arrived at Newport in 
2003, Denver was treated for 
an air pocket caught under his 
shell that made it difficult for 
him to dive and swim. Now 
completely healed, Denver 
serves as the aquarium’s am¬ 
bassador to its sea turtle con¬ 
servation efforts. 

The newest member of 
the aquarium’s turtle family is 
a sixth-month-old, 1.9-pound 
loggerhead who was put on 
display at the Shore Gallery 
exhibit on Tuesday. After 
hatching in August at Em¬ 
erald Isle, N.C., this female 
loggerhead has been fostered 
by the Newport Aquarium 
husbandry staff since late Oc¬ 
tober.

Chainsaw safety on the farm and at home

A long winter with fre¬ 
quent bouts of ice and snow 
has not been kind to Kentucky 
trees, and we’ll probably be 
hearing the buzz of chainsaws 
with increasing frequency as 
things warm up and thaw out. 

While chainsaws are a 
powerful tool, this character¬ 
istic also makes them very 
dangerous. Improper use can 
cause serious, sometimes fa¬ 
tal, injuries, so if you’re using 
a chainsaw, follow these three 
safety guidelines: know how 
your saw works and how to 
properly use it; wear personal 
protective equipment to pro¬ 
tect your eyes, hearing, head, 
legs and feet and never work 
alone. 

Buy a chainsaw you can 
comfortably handle and that 
is appropriate for the tasks 
you do most often. 

Always read and follow 
instructions in the owner’s 
manual. Be sure all parts of 
your chainsaw are present and 
in good working order. Check 
the saw chain for proper ten¬ 
sion and sharpness. Use a saw 
with a chain brake and low- 
kickback type of chain. Be 
sure the chain is well-lubri¬ 
cated and all safety devices, 
including the chain brake, are 
properly working. 

Be sure to mix fuel in 
a can, not in the saw’s tank 
and keep the gasoline can at 
least 10 feet away from where 
you’re going to start the 
chainsaw. 

Always start a chainsaw 
with the saw on the ground 
with one of your toes in the 
handle and one hand on the 
handle. Never hold the chain¬ 
saw in the air with one hand 
while pulling on the starting 
rope with the other. 

Keep both hands on the 
chainsaw when cutting; al¬ 
ways operate the saw below 
shoulder height; only operate 
a chainsaw up in a tree when 
you’ve received special train¬ 
ing to do so, and engage the 
chain brake when starting and 
walking with the saw. 

Many chainsaw injuries 
take place when the moving 
chain comes into contact with 
the operator, with kickback 
being the most common cause. 
Kickback takes place when 
the upper tip of the guide bar 
touches an object, or the chain 
gets pinched. This rapidly and 
uncontrollably throws the saw 
up and back towards the op¬ 
erator. Kickback can cause 
severe lacerations to the up¬ 
per body, neck or face, and 
even death. 

Remember to maintain a

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stiff left elbow to lessen the 
chance of the saw striking 
you in a kickback. When cut¬ 
ting logs from a tree, be sure 
to stand to the left side of the 
chain so any kickback will go 
over your shoulder. 

Hand and arm injuries 
comprise 41 percent of total 
chainsaw injuries; legs, 39 
percent; head and face inju¬ 
ries, 11 percent; feet, 6 percent 
and upper body, 3 percent. 

You can significantly re¬ 
duce chainsaw injuries or fa¬ 
talities by wearing personal 
protective equipment. Wear 
cut-retardant chaps and cut-re¬ 
sistant boots to protect thighs, 
shins and feet; goggles not 
sunglasses to protect eyes; ear 
plugs to protect hearing; non¬ 
slip gloves to protect hands; 
and a hardhat and face screen 
to protect your head and face. 
One convenient way to pro¬ 
tect your head, face and ears 
is to use a helmet system that 
combines hardhat, face screen 
and hearing protection. 

Also, wear sturdy, snug 
fitting clothing that gives you 
complete freedom of move¬ 
ment. Avoid loose things that 
might catch in the moving 
chain including sleeve and 
pants cuffs, unfastened long 
hair or jewelry. 

Never go out alone to op¬ 
erate a chainsaw. Another per¬ 
son can share the cutting tasks 
to prevent fatigue, a major 
cause of injuries in the woods, 
or go for help should an acci¬ 
dent occur. Always take a first 
aid kit and keep it handy. 

Remember, these safety 
features won’t replace proper 
training, safe operating prac¬ 
tices and common sense, but 
they will reduce your risk of 
an injury.

The USD A Farm Service 
Agency's N oninsured 

Crop Disaster Assistance 
Program (NAP) provides 
financial assistance similar 
to crop insurance to eligible 
producers affected by natural 
disasters. The upcoming 
deadlines to file an application 
for natural disaster protection 
under the NAP are March 1 
and March 15. 

The crops for March 1 
deadline are: Alfalfa, Clover, 
Grass, Millet, Mixfg., Teff 

The crops for March 
15 deadline are: Asparagus, 
Beans, Beets, Broccoli, 
Cabbage, Cantaloupe, 

Carrots, Cauliflower, Celery, 
Corn, Corn-Hybrid Seed, 
Cucumbers, Eggplant, Garlic, 
Gourds, Greens, Herbs, 
Honeydew, Leeks, Lettuce, 
Okra, Onions, Parsnip, Peas, 
Peppers, Popcorn, Potatoes, 
Pumpkins, Radish, Sorghum, 
Sorghum-Grain, Soybeans, 
Squash, Strawberries, 

Sunflowers, Sweet Potatoes, 
Tobacco-Burley, Tobacco- 
Dark Air, Tobacco-Fire 
Cured, Tomatillos, Tomatoes, 
Turnips, and Watermelons. 

Eligible producers 

must apply for coverage of 
non-insurable crops using 
Form CCC-471, and pay 
the applicable service fee at 
the FSA office where their 
farm records are maintained. 


The application and service 
fee must be filed by the 
application closing dates. 

Applications require a 
service fee equal to $250 per 
crop per county or $750 per 
producer per county not to 
exceed a total of $1875 per 
producer for all counties. 
Limited resource producers 
may request a waiver of the 
service fee. To qualify for 
an administrative service fee 
waiver, the producer must 
meet established criteria. 
For more information contact 
your local FSA office. Many 
farmers qualify as limited 
resource and obtain free 
coverage for their crops. 

NAP coverage normally 
begins 30 days after payment 
of fees and continues through 
the expected harvest period. 
Accepted applications 

provide catastrophic pro¬ 
tection for loss levels that 
exceed 50% of the approved 
yield for the crop unit. A unit 
includes all the crop acreage 
in the county in which 
the producer has a unique 
interest. Loss payments are 
calculated on 55% of the 
average established market 
price for the covered crop. 

Producers with NAP 
coverage are reminded to 
file a notice of loss within 
15 days of a natural disaster 
affecting your crop or when 
the loss becomes apparent. 

Contact your local FSA 
office for additional NAP 
closing dates. Producers 
should always check with 
their local FSA office for 
specific crops and other 
application closing dates.

It’s Spring Tree 
Seedling Planting 
Time in Kentucky 

Forestry employees prepare 
for season, available 
for assistance 

At this time of year the 
Kentucky Division of For¬ 
estry’s two tree nurseries are 
alive with various activities. 
Last minute maintenance 
checks are being performed 
on all vehicles, tractors, 
buildings and equipment in 
preparation for the spring 
lifting and shipping season. 

Although some seed¬ 
lings have already been 
pulled and shipped, the 
busiest months for the 
spring planting season is 
March and April. The divi¬ 
sion doesn’t send seedlings 
after April because it gets 
too warm and the bare root 
seedlings do not survive 
well after they have leafed 
out for the summer. 

Low cost seedlings and 
technical assistance are 
provided to Kentucky land- 
owners who are ready to 
answer the inherent call to 
plant a small grove or refor¬ 
est a whole field. You can 
purchase single trees for $5 
each, a bundle of 10 for $30 
and for bigger planting jobs 
there are 100 bundles for 
$38. The price for the sin¬ 
gle and 10-packs includes 
tax and delivery. 

Foresters from the Ken¬ 
tucky Division of Forestry 
are available to help match 
the right tree species to your 
situation. To order your 
trees or request assistance, 
call or stop by a regional 
Kentucky Division of For¬ 
estry office. 

Keep in mind that the 
division consolidated some 
offices last summer and 
customers may need to con¬ 
tact a different office if their 
former office is now closed. 
To find what office covers 
your county, go to the KDF 
website, http://forestry. 
ky.gov, or call 1-800-866- 
0555. 

Seedling order forms 
are also available at local 
Cooperative Extension, 
Farm Services Agency, and 
Natural Resource Conser¬ 
vation Service offices and 
online at http://forestry. 
ky.gov. 

To get the best selection, 
place your order as soon as 
possible and to give your 
seedlings the best chance of 
survival, plant your trees by 
the end of April. 


The Bracken County 
Conservation District, with 
help through a grant from the 
Kentucky Division of Con¬ 
servation, is providing assis¬ 
tance to landowners for re¬ 
moval of dead livestock from 
Bracken County land. Prop¬ 
er disposal of dead farm ani¬ 
mals is important to human 
health as well as your herd’s 
health. Leaving carcasses in 
the field will encourage coy¬ 
otes to be a problem on your 
land. 

We have a new licensed 
hauler for Bracken County, 
HARMON’S DEAD ANI¬ 
MAL PICK-UP SERVICE, 
phone number (859) 567- 
2111. To have livestock re¬ 
moved follow these instruc¬ 
tions: 

*call as soon as possible 
after death of animal 

*have animal on a hard 
surface free of any enclo¬ 
sures (will not go into pas¬ 
tures or lots) 

*give good directions to 
your farm* indicate type of 
animal to be picked up 

* provide phone number 
where you can be reached. 

Harmon Brothers will 
pick up Monday-Friday 8 
a.m.-4 p.m. They have an 
answering machine, so be 


sure to leave all information 
listed above. 

Fees for pickup in 
Bracken County are $100.00 
for horses and $75.00 for all 
other livestock. The Bracken 
County Conservation Dis¬ 
trict will pay $50.00 toward 
each animal until the grant 
funds are exhausted. These 
cost share dollars will be 
paid directly to Harmon’s for 
each landowner using this 
service. The landowner’s 
part of pickup will need to 
be paid to Harmon Brothers 
directly. They will pick up 
cows, goats, hogs, horses, 
and sheep. Again, the Brack¬ 
en County Conservation 
District will only cost share 
on animals within Bracken 
County.
